TIBET 

The spiritual and temporal ruler of Tibet is the Dalai 
Lama whom the Tibetans believe to be the incarnation of the 
god Chen-re-zi (Avalokiteswara). He is addressed in English 
as His Holiness, and is called by Tibetans Gyawa Rimpoche 
(Precious Ruler, or Precious Conqueror), Kyamgon Rimpoche 
(Precious Protector), or Kundun (The Presence). The 
thirteenth Dalai Lama died in December 1933 and his re¬ 
incarnation has not yet been found. In the meantime the 
Reting Incarnation Lama has been appointed Regent. The 
re-incarnation of a Dalai Lama is sought for among children 
born within one or two months after his death but the actual 
discovery does not usually take place until two or three years . 
later. The Dalai Lama may be found in any family irres- / 
pective of rank. There is thus no hereditary ruling family ) * 
and precautions are taken to prevent the relations of the J 
ruling Dalai Lama from acquiring too much power. They 
are rarely given public appointments but they may hold i 
influential posts as private officials of the Dalai Lama. The ( y 
late Dalai Lama, however, appointed his nephew as Prime > 
Minister. 

The system began at the end of the 14th century but the 
title of Dalai (a Mongolian word, meaning Ocean, and 
appearing in the names of successive Dalai Lamas in its 
Tibetan form as Gyatso) was not used before the time of 
the fifth pontiff. It is an interesting fact that most of the - 
Dalai Lamas including the two greatest, the fifth and the S ’ 
thirteenth, have been born in poor families. The names of

- 2. The late Dalai Lama-, Ngawang Lofezang Thupten 
Gyatso, was born in 1875 or early 1876, the son of humble 

g irents in the district of Takpo, to the south of the Tsangpo 
iver. Little is known of his early life. On the advance of 
the British Mission he fled from Lhasa to Mongolia, accom¬ 
panied by the Buriat Mongolian Dorjieff, about June 1904. 
From Mongolia he proceeded to Peking in 1908 on a visit to 
the Emperor Kwang Hsu and the Dowager Empress of China. 
At the end of 1909 he returned to Lhasa but shortly after 
his arrival the Chinese invaded Lhasa with the object of 
securing complete control over Tibet. The Dalai Lama fled 
from Lhasa, narrowly escaping capture by the Chinese troops. 
In February 1910 he crossed the Indian frontier and resided 
. at Darjeeling and Kalimpong until July 1912 when he returned* 
to Tibet. After his flight from Lhasa the Chinese Emperor 
formally deposed him but after the Revolution the Imperial 
decree was rescinded by the new Republican Government. 
While in India the Dalai Lama visited Lord Minto at Calcutta 
and made a pilgrimage to Bodh-Gaya, Benares, Rajagir, 
Gauhati, Kashinagara, Balarampur, and Lambini in Nepal. 
He spoke Mongolian, understood a little Russian, and could 
read and write Sanskrit. He was reconciled to foreign ways 
and occasionally took food with Europeans. 

The rule of the late Dalai Lama had been autocratic, and 
consequently on his death there was a period of confusion and 
uncertainty. But the Regent, Prime Minister and Kashag 
have gradually established themselves firmly in the direction 
of affairs. 

3. The present Regent, Thupten Jampel Yishey Gyantsen, 
was born about 1911 of humble parents. At an early age he 
showed signs of divinity and was discovered to be the fifth 
Incarnation of the head Lama of Reting Monastery. He 
studied in Sena monastery for his degree of Geshe. In 1934 
after the death of the Dalai Lama he was appointed Regent, 
y This is said t© have been in accordance with the wishes of 
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the late Dalai Lama. In 1935 he visited the Cho-Kor-Gye 
lake in search of signs of the re-incarnation of the Dalai Lama. 

In 1936 he expressed his desire to resign the office of Regent 
but was persuaded to remain, on the understanding that his 
orders would be unquestioningly obeyed. During the stay of 
the British Mission at Lhasa in 1936-37 he again expressed 
the wish to resign but appeared ready to postpone this action 
until the re-incarnation of the Dalai Lama should, be dis¬ 
covered. In 1936 he visited Samye in order to perform the 
consecration ceremony at the re-opening of the monastery 
after extensive repairs. He seems eager to visit India on 
pilgrimage. Beneath a frail and mfld exterior he conceals 
considerable determination. 

He is usually addressed as the Gyaltsap (Gyetsap) 
Rimpoche. 

4. Under the Dalai Lama and so, at present,- under the 
Regent, come the Lonchens or Prime Ministers (of whom 
at present there is only one), a modern innovation created 
to provide for certain supporters of the late ruler; and the 
Kashag or Cabinet consisting of four Shapes, usually three ./ 
laymen and one monk, holding office for_life. In 1932 the 
late Dalai Lama appointecTa^ffitR^Shape^buFthe senior Shape, 
Trimon, has practically retired from public life. Other 
important officials are, on the clerical side, the Chikyap 
Khenpo, the Trungyik Chempos, and the Khenpos or abbots 

of the three great monasteries of Drepung, Sera and Ganden; 
and o n the lav s ide the three Tsipons or Financial Secretaries. 

^ (T)l;asa) and ffiheji jSare titles awarded sparingly to distinguished ? ^ 
officials. Dzasa s rank just below the Kashag and Thejis J 
below Dzasas. 

Mention should also be made of the Tsongdru or National 
Assembly of which most of the high officials are members 
and which sits only when summoned by the Regent, Prime 
Minister, and Kashag, to debate on some question of 
importance. 

5. The district bfficors, by whom the country is directly 
administered, are of two kinds, Trung-khor or lay officials and 
Tsetrung or monk officials. The former are usually selected 
from among the sons of the principal families and from boys 
who show proficiency at school. The latter are selected by 
birth and for general proficiency. There are supposed to be 
175 officials of each class but the titles are sometimes purely 
honorary. As a general rule a lay and a monk official are 
associated in each post. The district officers are termed J 

• Dzojigpons and reside in the various Dzongs throughout the 
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country, these Dzongs being their official headquarters and 
* not necessarily fortified buildings as is sometimes supposed. 
Their principal duties are the collection of revenues and the 
administration of justice but very considerable criminal and 

i civil powers appear to be exercised by the local landlords 
so that the Dzongpons are really more revenue officers than 
magistrates. There are usually two Dzongpons for each 
Dzong, known as the Eastern and Western Dzongpons, with 
^ reference to the position of their official quarters. 

6. The present military organisation in Tibet has very 
much developed and there are nearly 10,000 men, the majority 
of whom are in eastern Tibet in connection with the Sino- 
Tibetan trouble. At present there are 2 Commanders-in- 
Chief, one monk and one lay. Each regiment is under the 
command of a Depon (General). The troops in Eastern Tibet 
are under the command of the Commissioner there,, who is 
. always one of the. Shapes. The grades of higher army 
y 7 \ officers are Depon (General^ Rupon (Major), Gyapon 
/ (Captain) and Dingpon (Lieutenant). 

7. Only second in importance to the Dalai Lama is the 
Tashi Lama, who resides at Tashi Lhunpo, near Shigatse, and 
exercises -temporal authority over four Dzongsj viz., Khamba 
Dzong, Phuntsoling Dzong, Lhatse Dzong and Ngamring 
Dzong. The Tashi Lama is supposed to embody two 
incarnations, that of the Dhanyi Buddha Aniitabha and that 
of Subhuti, the third great disciple of Buddha. He is known 
in Tibet as the Panchen Rimpoche or Precious Great Pundit 
and is often referred to in conversation by Lhasa officials as 
Panchen only, which is an abbreviation of Pundita Chempo. 
His own officials refer to him more formally as Kyam-gon 
Rimpoche (the precious protector), a title reserved at Lhasa 
for the Dalai Lama. The names of the Tashi Lamas up to

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The sixth Tashi Lama died at Jyekundo on the Eastern 
border of Tibet on November 30th 1937 and some time must 
elapse before his re-incarnation. 

Little is known of his early life. His mother, known as 
the Yum Kusho, was a deaf mute and died in 1923. At the 
time of the British Mission to Lhasa in 1904 he adopted a 
neutral attitude but afterwards he received our officers 
hospitably at Tashi Lhunpo. In December 1905 he visited 
India as the guest of the Government of India, exchanged 
visits with His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales (later 
His Majesty King George V) and Lord C'urzon, and made a 
pilgrimage to the principal Buddhist shrines in India. 
During the fighting between the Tibetans and Chinese in 1912 
ho maintained a neutral attitude but more than once offered 
to send his officers to Lhasa to mediate. He took no part in 
expelling the Chinese from Shigatse, and this, combined with 
the fact that when he went to Lhasa to mediate in 1911 he 
adopted a very friendly attitude towards the Chinese Amban, 
Lien Yu, gave rise to ru mours that he was willing, in the ? 
eve nt of the C hjnese~hemg "successful, to "usu rp the position of ) 
the Dalai Lama. He~visTfed the British" Trade Wgerrtr"at 
GynntseTn~Iffl2"and shortly afterwards met the Dalai Lama j 
at Ralung, when their outward differences were adjusted, but \ 
even so their personal relations do not appear to have been 
cordial. After the evacuation of the Chumbi Yalley by the ' 
British the Tashi Lama was somewhat shy of communicating 
with us but after the Chinese had been expelled from Tibet 
in 1912 he resumed more intimate relations, but these were 
practically confined to social and personal matters, as official 
communications are addressed to the Tibetan Government at 
Lhasa. Personally, the Tashi Lama was a quiet and un¬ 
pretentious man of great piety and kindliness. From 1922 
onwards, relations between His Serenity the Tashi Lama and 
His Holiness the Dalai Lama were strained. The main cause 
* for this was that the Tibetan Government required the Tashi 
Lhunpo monastery to make large contributions towards ex¬ 
penditure on the army and the general development of the 
country. The Tashi Lama, as the head of the Tashi Lhunpo 
monastery, protested against this unprecedented demand of , 
the central Government. Apparently, matters were mis- ( 
represented to His Holiness the Dalai Lama by the Lhasa 
officials, who went to Shigatse to demand the contribution. 
The Tashi Lama could not tolerate the position and even 
asked the British Government to mediate between himself and 
the Dalai Lama. It was not considered politic for the British/ 
Government to mediate in the matter as the trouble between 
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the two pontiffs was purely an internal affair of Tibet. 
Subsequent actions of the central Government deeply hurt 
the Tashi Lama and in the winter of 1923 he left Shigatse 
secretly for Mongolia through the Changtang (the steppes 
of northern Tibet), and proceeded thence to China. Two or 
three hundred troops, under the command of Lungshar, the 
then Commander-in-Chief, and Tsoko Depon, weresent after 
him to prevent his escape but they were too late.

In 1936 after prolonged negotiations the Tashi Lama moved 
/ to Jyekundo near the Tibetan frontier. Accompanying him 
was an escort of 300 Chinese troops. The Tibetan Govern¬ 
ment took very strong objection to this Chinese escort 
and protested repeatedly, both directly to the Tashi Lama 
'■ and through the British Government to the Chinese Govern¬ 
ment, that the escort should not be allowed to enter Tibet. 
Negotiations dragged on and although the whole people 
\ seemed anxiously to desire the return of the Tashi Lama they 
were equally anxious to keep Chinese troops and officials out 
of Tibet. "Shortly after the death of the Tashi Lama the 
escort was withdrawn from the Tibetan boundary. 

8. The Lhasa Government is represented at Shigatse by 
Dzongpons who are appointed from Lhasa. They are at 
present the official channel of communication between the 
Lhasa Government and the Tashi Lama’s administration. 
The local administration consists of the Kyab-ying, a monk 
official sometimes known as the Chief Minister, appointed 1 
by the Tashi Lama, and the Dzongpons of the four Dzongs 
mentioned in paragraph 7. There are also four officials who 
may be described as Private Secretaries and a number of 
household officials who will be found noticed under their 
respective titles. 

Most of the Tashi Lhunpo officials accompanied the Tashi 
Lama to China while others were dismissed from their posts by 
the central Government at Lhasa. At present the Tashi, 
Lhunpo estates are under the management of the Lhasa 
Government. Dzasa Lama, Lobzang Rinchen, a monk from 
the Sera monastery, is the manager of the estates appointed 
by the Tibetan Government. 

9. In compiling the accompanying list of leading officials 
and other persons the names have been arranged alphabeti¬ 
cally, taking the common form of address in each case. Lay 
officials are generally known by the name of their fa mily 
estates , and monL^omciaTT^by~their official title or, in the 
case of those of lesser importance, by their religious names. 
It is necessary to explain that a^ lay, offici al is rarely if ever 
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addresse d by his personal name— in fact i t has been found 
impossible to ascertain the personal names of a number of 
them. Monks take another name on entering the church and 
it is" by this name that they are known until they attain a 
position which carries with it an official title of the higher 
class. 

The relative importance of the more prominent persons is 
roughly indicated by printing one, two, or three stars opposite 
their names; three stars indicating the most important.

Bar Tsi Wa. 

Personal name Jigme Tenzin. Born 1890. Entered 
Government service in 1916. Was a Tsipa (Assistant to 
Financial Secretaries). Is now Post Master General. 


Bhondong.*** 

Personal name Tseten Dorji. Born about 1892. Was 
a Katrung (Clerk to the Kashag) for 15 years. Appointed 
Shape in the summer of 1934. His long experience of the 
secretarial side of the Kashag has given him great influence 
as a Shape. His brother Tse Sum Phunkang (q.v.) is Tibetan 
Trade Agent, Yatung. 


Bhondong Se (Bhonsho Pu).* 

Personal name Tse-ten Wangyal. Born about 1910. The 
only son of Bhondong Shape. Entered Government service in 
1925. Was Salt Tax Collector in 1930; Dzongpon of Penam 
in 1933-34. Appointed Naktsang Dzongpon in 1935. 


Bum-thang pa I. 

Personal name Sonam Pembar. Born 1879. Entered 
Government service in 1905. Is a junior officer of the fifth 
rank in charge of collecting grain in province.

Personal name Sonam Paljor. Born 1905. Entered 
Government service in 1930. Was guide to the Political ^ 

Officer, Sikkim, on his mission to Lhasa in 1935. Is officer 
in charge of the Phonde estate of the Tibetan Government.

Personal name Namgyal Dorji. Born 1893. Entered 
Government service in 1917. Was Dakhar Dzongpon.

Born about 1911. Is a junior monk official working as 
Tsa-nyer (Grass Steward). Is called the Thonpa Tsa-nyer as 
he belongs to the Thonpa family. 


Champa Tharchin. 

Born about 1883. Is a Tsetrung (Monk official) of the 
6th rank and is one of the Assistants in the Trapchi^factory.

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Chang Dungpa. 

Personal name Lhakpa Tsering. Born 1909. Entered 
Government service in 1927. Is an official of the 6th rank 
and Dzongpon of Tsaprang or Tsa-hreng Dzong. 


Ghang-lo-chen.** ’ 

Personal name Sonam Gyalpo. Born 1898. Formerly 
held the rank of Kung (Duke) but was deprived of this rank 
in 1925 when he and many other officials were degraded on 
account of an alleged conspiracy. Has visited Gangtok and 
speaks Hindustani fluently. In 1932 he was sent as a Depon 
on military service in Kham. He returned in 1933 and was 
appointed an Assistant in the Trapchi factory under Chense 
Kunpheja (the favourite of the late Dalai Laina). After the 
death of the Dalai Lama he was banished in 1934, on account 
of being a member of Lungshar’s party, and was in exile in 
^ongbo whence he fled in the autumn of 1937 to India.jrm 
Tawang and Bhutan in company with Kunphe-la. As he is 
Intelligent, able"anfl fairly young Tie may return to Lhasa and 
again be given Government service.

Personal name Wangdi Dorji. Son of Cliang-lo-chen. 
Born 1913. Entered Government service in 1933 but holds 
no post at present. 
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Chang-lo-chen Se. 

Personal name Wangden Dorji. Born 1914. Is the eldest 
son of Chang-lo-chen (supra). Entered Government service 
in 1934 but is idle and dissolute. 


Changra I.* 

Personal name Wangchuk Tharchin. Born 1882. A 
military officer of the 4th rank (Depon). Formerly commanded 
the Dalai Lama’s body-guard (Kusung); promoted in 1934 
to be joint Commander-in-Chief of the Tibetan army. Said 
to be straightforward but has not much influence. lie is 
conservative in politics. 


Changra II.* 

Personal name Sonam Tobgye. Born about 1911. A lay 
official of the 6th rank. Son of Changra I. Was Sin-gagpa 
(Doorkeeper) to Trimon Shape. Speaks a little Hindustani. 
Is now Dzongpon of Singhi Dzong. Intelligent and promis¬ 
ing. Said to be pro-British. 


Che-de-wa. 

Personal name Tenzing Kesang. Born 1904. Entered 
Government service in 1928. A 6th rank official and assistant 
to the Hor Chikyap.

Chepse Lobsang (Lo Lama).*** 

Personal name Lobsang Gyantsen Surkhang Nub. Born 
1878. Was an ordinary monk in Tashi Lhunpo monastery 
but became the favourite of the Tashi Lama about 1903 and 
accompanied him to India in 1906. Classed as a Kuchar 
N henpo , Household Abbot or Private Secretary. If quiet, 
deliberate and wields much influence in the Tashi Lama’s 
entourage. In 1923 he followed the Tashi Lama to China 
by sea and was the Tashi Lama’s agent at Nanking. He is 
reported to be opposed to the Lhasa Government. Is said to 
keep a Chinese woman. In the summer of 1937 he left 
Nanking for a visit to Shigatse ostensibly to prepare for the 
Tashi Lama’s return but at the time of writing has not yet 
reached India. 


Chense Namdo-la. 

Personal name Thupten Namdo. Born 1906. Was 
second favourite of the late Dalai Lama. Has no work and! 
little influence at present. 


Chhakpe Totampa.* 

Personal name Thupten Chhang-chhuk. Born about 1910. 
A monk official working as Chhakpe Totampa (Officer in 
charge of books). 
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Chhalu-wa.* 

Personal name Sonam Phuntso. Born 1892. Entered 
Government service in 1909. A 4th rank official. Was one 
of the Tsipons (Financial Secretaries). Appointed Depon in 
1934 and sent to Kham. 


Chhang-ngo-pa (Ringang).** 

Personal name Rinzin Dorji. Born in 1904. Second son 
of the late Kesang Nyima Ringang who was Mipon (City 4 
Magistrate) in Lhasa. Ringang (Rinchengang) is the name 
of The family estate near Tolung three days journey north of 
Lhasa, (hie _of the f ourjTo ys sent to he educated i n Englan d ^ 
in_1Q 13. Received special training in electrical”aniLTiydro- 
electncal engineering. Returned to Tibet in 1918 and was 
sent to England again in 1919 for a refresher course. 
Returned to Tibet in 1924 bringing with him the hydro¬ 
electric plant. Set up the hydro-electric factory a t Trap chi 
near Lhasa in 19/j^. Is working as one of the Nyer-tsang-nga 4 
(Municipal Officers) and is also the Dzongp6h~of Purang to 
which he was appointed in 1933. He does not visit his Dzong 
but remains in Lhasa. Is pro-British but cautious; he 
enjoyed the confidence of the late Dalai Lama. Acts as 
English interpreter to the Kashag. Was promoted to be a 
4th rank official in 1937. 


Chhap-tsom-pa. 

Personal name Namgyal Dorji. Born in 1912. Entered 
Government service in 1928. An official of the 7fh rank in 
charge of Se Rinchen Dzong. 
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Chhap-pe-wa.* 

Personal name Jigme Kung-ga. Born 1892. Entered 
Government service in 1909. Was a Depon of Tsang province 
in 1930-35. Now an Assistant to the Commander-in-Chief. 
Is a brother of Mingyi-ling-pa (q-v.). 


Chho-dze Todampa. 

Personal name Thupten Lungtok. Born about 1886. A 
monk official working as Chho-dze Todampa (Officer in charge 
of religious articles). Was guide to Mr. Tsiang. 


Chhoden Tendar." 

Born about 1899. A monk official of the 5th rank. Knows 
some English and is in charge of the telegraph office at Lhasa. 
Learnt telegraphy in Kalimpong in 1926. Is now a Nyer- 
tsang (Muncipal Officer). 


Chhum-te-ling-pa. 

Personal name Sonam Ngodup. Born 1900. Entered 
Government service in 1925. A 7th rank official without 
employment., ! 
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Chi Chhag pa. 

Personal name Tamding Tseten. Born 1913. Entered 
Government service in 1931. Appointed assistant to the 
Revenue Officer in 1936. 


Chag-tak-pa. 

Personal name Wangchen Norbhu. Born 1907. Entered

Chog-pe-wa. 

Personal name Sonam Wangdu. Born 1904. Entered 
Government service in 1921. Is Dzongpon of Shokha Dzong. 
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Chopon Chempo. 

Territorial title Ganden Rabgye. Born about 1889. A 
4th rank official at Tashi Lhunpo whose duty is to prepare the 
articles required by the Tashi Lama when performing reli¬ 
gious services. Was with the Tashi Lama in 1937. 


Dag Karpa. 

Born about 1877. Holds no official rank but is in charge 
of the Tsaparang District in Western Tibet as the representa¬ 
tive of Dzongpon Tsapa Se. Was a senior servant of the 
Shatra family and accompanied Lonchen Shatra to the Simla 
Conference in 1914. Has been prominent in connection with 
the Tehri-Tibet boundary dispute and accompanied 
Mr. Williamson to the disputed territory as Tibetan repre¬ 
sentative in 1932. 


Dak-junpa. 

Personal name Tempa Tsering. Born 1905. Entered 
Government service in 1924. Is in charge of the Tarma 
estate. A 6th rank official!. 


Dakpa ChhogyaL 

Born about 1874. An old monk holding the title of 
Khenchen. Has no employment. 
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Dak-thon-pa. 

Personal name Binzin Dorji. Born 1906. Entered 
Government service in 1926. A 7th rank official without 
employment at present. 


Dalai Lama. See introduction. 


Dathang-pa. 

Personal name Kesang Binchen. Born 1904. A junior 
lay official. The younger brother of Yutok Depon ( q.v .). He 
is separated from the Yutok family and holds an estate called 
Dathang. Entered Government service in; 1928. Married 
the ex-wife of the present Prime Minister in 1929. Went to 
India in 1937 to deposit money on account of munitions 
supplied to the Tibetan Government. 


De-khar-wa. 

Personal name Tsewang Babden. Born 1897. Entered 
Government service in 1915. Was a steward of Lhasa and 
is now one of the Secretaries to the Kashag (Katrung).

A high monk official work¬ 
ing as Administrator of Tsang province and Chief Minister 
of the Tashi Lama. The post was originally given to a monk 
official selected by the Tashi Lama but since 1916 the late 
Dalai Lama claimed the right to make the appointment. 
Lobsang Rinchen was appointed in 1924. He is said to be 
very popular in Tashi Lhunpo. 


Lobsang Tsering. 

Born about 1886. A monk official of the 5th rank working 
as assistant to the Dronyer Chempo (Lord Chamberlain). 


Lobsang Tsultrim. 

Born about 1892. A monk official of the 5th rank. Pho- 
pon (Paymaster) at So in Hor. 
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Lobsang Wangyal. 

Born about 1891. A monk official of the 5th rank working 
as Sonami Lekhung (Revenue Officer). Addressed as Tse-dron 
Lobsang Wangyal-la. 


Lobsang Yonten. 

Born about 1890. A Tse-dron-monk official of the 5th 
rank. Was Dzongpon of Kyiru-dzong in Takpo. Appointed 
Assistant to the Dzasa Lama of Tashi Lhunpo in 1936. 


Lotsawa Letsenpa Thubten Sangye. 

A 6th rank monk official. Acting as Interpreter to the 
Tibetan Officer in charge of Tibetan Affairs in China. 





Lu-khang-wa (Dekharwa.) 

Personal name Tsewang Rabden. Born 1895. Entered 
Government service in 1915. Has worked in many capacities. 
Appointed Tsipon (Accountant General) in 1937. An able 
and intelligent official. He had been offered the post of 
Tsipon in 1931 but declined it then as he is unambitious.

promoted to the 4th rank before leaving Tibet. He and the 
four boys were received in audience by Their Majesties King 
George V and Queen Mary in June 1913 when he presented 
letters and presents from the Dalai Lama to their Majesties. 
Married Tenzing Dolkar, daughter of the late Horkhang 
Dzasa. Spent some time in London and at Aldershot and 
visited France, Germany, Holland and Belgium before leav¬ 
ing for Tibet in September 1914. Afterwards appointed 
Tsipon (Financial Secretary) and spent some months in 
Shigatse in 1919 adjusting fin ancial arra n ge men t w.ee il 

Lhasa and Tashi Lhunpo . Speaks a little English. Was 

considered to be pro-Chinese but probably lost that tendency 
since 1930 and becaipe pro-British. Was appnint.p.d flom- 
mander-in-Chief in 1985 in succession to Tsarong Shape and 

he ld this pos t irT ^addition to his duties as Tsip o n. but was 

deprived of it in 1931, Was very influential with the late 
Dalai Lama and was intelligent and well informed but made 
many enemie s. In 1934 shortly after the death of the Dalai 
Lama he waa_arrested o n the charge (whic h appe ars to be 
well grounded) of conspiring to overturn the existing Govern¬ 
ment and to seize power for himself. He was blinded and 
imprisoned in the Potala where he still is. It is said that he 
may shortly be released but it is most unlikely that he will 
ever be able to take any part in public life. Many of his 
supporters were banished at the time of his imprisonment, 
bee also under Lhalu Se.

Is noted in Lhasa for his rapid 
rise to position from very humble beginnings. Is a monk 
official. 


Mingyi Ling-pa (Monkyi Ling-pa). 

Personal name Kunkyab Sonam Tobgye. Born 1901. 
Was Mipon but was degra.ded in 1934. Is now a Secretary to 
the Kashag (Katrung). A brother of Clihape. 


Mondong.* 

Personal name Khenrab Kunzang. Born about 1897. 
On e of the four boys sent to England for education . Received 
training™as a mining engineer Returned to Tibet in 1917 
and after prospecting for gold and other minerals in various 
parts of the country was sent in December 1919 to the Kolar 
Gold Field in Mysore for further training. Mondong is the 
name of the family residence in Lhasa. He holds an estate 
called Lhoka. He is a monk official. Appointed Chief Police 
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Officer in Lhasa in 1923 and given the rank of Khenchung. 
Subsequently degraded to the 6th rank and sent to Western 
Tibet as Dzongpon of Rudok. Recalled in 1930 owing to 
the representations of the Rudok people. Is Officer in charge 
of sacred articles of decoration, oblation, etc., in the Norbhu 
Linka and Potala and is a Magistrate of the Sho. In 1922 
he accompanied Sir Henry Hayden when the services of the 
latter were borrowed by the Tibetan Government to prospect 
for mines in Tibet.

Was 
Door-keeper to the Prime Minister. A lay official of the 6th 
rank.

Gyantse.

Accompanied the Political Officer 
in Sikkim from Lhasa to Gyantse in 1932.

Personal name Jigrne Wangcliuk. Born about 1878. Is 
a Hu-tuk-tu (Incarnation) and in 1932 was awarded the title 
of Ta Lama by the late Dalai Lama. Is highly educated and 
very learned in religious matters. Is greatly respected by 
all classes. Banks next to the Tashi Lama in Tashi Lhunpo. 
Fled to China in 1923 with the Tashi Lama and was sent 
back to Tibet in 1931 to negotiate for the Tashi Lama’s 
return. He went back to China in 1932 and was again 
deputed by the Tashi Lama in 1933 for further negotiations 
at Lhasa. At the end of 1936 he again left Tibet for China 
and visited Peking arid Nanking. He appeared to be making 
real efforts to bring about a settlement between the Tashi 
Lama and the Tibetan Government but had many enemies 
among the Tashi Lama’s entourage and it was reported in 
March 1937 that the Tashi Lama had dispensed with his ser¬ 
vices but this was not been definitely confirmed. 


Ngam-bo-tsa-ti-wa.

Born in 1895. Son of the Dowager Maharani Kesang La 
of Sikkim by a former marriage with one of the members of 
the Phala family. Visited Sikkim for the first time in 1916-17 
when he was holding a 7th rank post in Lhasa. Appointed 
in 1930 to take charge of the Dalai Lama’s bank at Urga. 
Returned to Tibet with the advance guard of the Chinese 
party who travelled via India in 1934. Appointed to take 
charge of Tsomoling monastery and in 1936-37 as guide to ZD 
the Political Officer in Sikkim on his mission to Lhasa. In 
April 1937 appointed Tse-chag (Treasurer of the Potala, a -A 
4th rank post) and given the title of Khenchung. An 
intelligent and promising young official.

Was a Tse-dron (monk official of the 5th rank) 
but was degraded to Tse-trung (junior monk official) as he 
accidentally killed a servant. Ts elder brother of Chhoden _ 
Tendar (q-v.). Was permitted to resign in 1937 and is now 
a trader. , ■ 


^ Taring Raja.* 

Personal name Tsotra ISamgyal. Born 1887. Elder 
brother of the Maharaja of Sikkim and lives at Taring near 
G ya ntse. Is a Tibetan official of the 4th rank but his son 
Jigme (see Taring Se) is performing his duties for him at 

F 
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Lhasa. His second soil Chhime married a daughter of Dele 
Rabden. He has a third son Namgyal born in 1929. There 
are four daughters of whom the first three are married to 
Ragashai y Kyipup II and Numa respectively and the fourth 
is a. nun. The tit l e of Raja was conferr ed o n him in 1922. 


Taring Rimpoche (Lingbu Lama).* 

Born 1886. < Son of the late Lhase Kusho and Maharani 
Yishe Dolma of Sikkim before her marriage to Maharaja 
Thutop Namgyal. An inoar nation of Mondoling monastery. 
Has re-constructed a small monastery at Ling bu near Ta ring 

where he now lives. Enjoys a, great reputation for learning 

and for skill in medicine. Formerly lived in Gangtok with 
his half-brother the Maharaja, to whom he was family priest 
j_ and religious instructor. He also acted as head of Religion 

in Sikkim and introduced many reforms in the monasteries. 
Issued, with the consent of the Durbar, orders prohibiting 
the killing of animals by exorcists in propitiation of evil 
spirits. Created trouble in the Raj families of Sikkim by 
laying a claim to the Dobtra estates. For that and other 
reasons he was expelled from Sikkim in 1934 and now lives 
at Lingbu monastery. Is also known as Lhatsun Rimpoche.

' Personal name Dorji Tseten. Born in 1914. Nephew of 
Bhondong Shape and Tsesum Phunkang, Tibetan Trade 
Agent, Yatung. Entered Government service in 1938 and 
was appointed as Simgapa (door keeper) to Bhondong Shape. 
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Tempa Jamyang.** 

Born 1888. Appointed Joint Commander-i n-Chief in 1934. 
This post was then newly created and he is the first monk' 
\ official to hold such a post. Appointed Trungyik Chempo in 

1935 in conjunction with his work as Commander-in-Chief. 
Has experience of administration in Eastern Tibet. Was 
banished in 1934 as a member of Lungshar’s party but 
secured his pardon by means of extensive bribery. Influen¬ 
tial with monk officials and the monasteries. Was considered 
to be not very favourably inclined towards the British but in 

1936 he came to call on the Political Officer which he had not 
done on previous Missions. 


Tempa Jungne. 

Born about 1891. A Tse-dron (5th rank monk official), ( 

< Deputed in 1936 to search for the re-incarnation of the Dalai 
Lama in the direction of Nagchuka and the North.

Personal name Gyurme Gyatso. Born about 1884. Was

appears to be growing. Very friendly and sociable. He 
sent his eldest son to learn English from members of the 
British Mission to Lhasa in 1936-37.

Personal name Daduldi Tsering. Born 1909. Was edu¬ 
cated at the Darjeeling High School and passed the Matri¬ 
culation examination. Entered Government service in 1933 
as an assistant at the Trapchi factory.. Was sent in 1935 to 
receive training in electrical engineering at Calcutta. Is able 
and promising. 
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Thang-pon-pa. 

Personal name Namgyal Wangdu. Born about 1879! 
Formerly a Revenue Officer. Now a Depon in Kham. 


Thro-ga-wo. 

Personal name Paljor Dorji. Born 1908. Entered Gov¬ 
ernment service in 1930. Appointed Singdii > Dzongpon in 
1935. 


Thupten Chhoden.* 

Born about 1891. Was the monk Dzongpon of Shigatse. 
Appointed Monk Commissioner in Kham in 1935 and given 
the title of Dzasa. Is addressed as Do-tsi Dzasa Thupten 
Chhoden. 


Thubten Choden. 

Born 1898. A 5th rank monk official. Is an Assistant 
to the Tibetan Officer in charge of Tibetan Affairs in China.

Trimon Shape.*** 

Born 1874. Personal name fSTorbhu Wangyal. The second 
son of the late Tsipa Sherab, a 6th rank official. Married 
into the family of Trimon and took the family name on in¬ 
heriting the estates of his wife’s father. The property is at 
Chetang and near Lhasa. Was a Financial Secretary 
(Tsipon). Appointed one of the two Assistant Commanders- 
i n-Chief of the Tibetan troops during the fig htiii g„wi th t he, 

Chinese in 1912. Given the title of Theji on 1912. Accom¬ 

panied the late Lonchen Shatra to India as his assistant in 
1913. On his return lo Tibet in 1914 was appointed Shape . 
A man of' literary tastes and somewhat retiring disposition. 
Occupies the Sechung house at Lhasa. Was Commissioner in 
Eastern Tibet for some time and was relieved from: this post 
by the late Nga-pho Shape in 1931. Retired from active 
public life in 1936 on the understanding that he would be 
consulted on important affairs. Married the widow of the 
late King of Derge (Derge Theji) in 1934 and had a daughter 
by her in 1936. Has suffered from occasional fits of insanity. 
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Tri Rimpoche of Ganden (Ti Rimpoche). 

Personal name Minyagpa Yishey Wangden. Born 1872. 

Is a Khamba by race and was appointed as Ti Rimpoche in 
1933. This post which ranks very high in the hierarchy is 
held for seven years by a monk chosen from all Tibet for pre¬ 
eminent learning and piety. It is the highest and most 
respected rank to which a monk who is not an incarnation 
can rise. Every Ti Rimpoche holds the post for seven years 
and after this period he is relieved and a new Ti Rimpoche is 
appointed. When there is no Dalai Lama, the Ti Rimpoche \ 
is often appointed as Regent of Tibet . In 1903-04, when the 
late Dalai Lama ran away towards China, at the approach 
of the British Expedition, the then Ti Rimpoche acted on his yAio 
a, behalf, signed and sealed the 1904 TreatyJi etweeflL-tlie British / ^

Tsarong Dzasa.*** 

Personal name Namgang Dazang Damdu. Born about 
1885. Of humble origin, he at first occupied a menial posi¬ 
tion in the household of the late Dalai Lama. Was one of 
the devoted few who accompanied the Dalai Lama in his 

flight to Mongolia in 1903 and rapidly became his most 

tru sted servant. ~At Chaksam ferry in March 1910 he, with 
aTparty^of Tibetan soldiers, kept back a force of Chinese troops 
who were attempting to prevent the flight of the Dalai Lama 
to India, Afterwards followed the Dalai Lamia to India and 
resided with him in Darjeeling. In the autumn of 1911 he s 
was sent by the Dalah L^a”to Shigatse and it was largely j 
owing to him that the Chinese garrison there were compelled \ 
to surrender their arms. Was appointed Commander-in- Chief / 
early in 1912 and given the title of Dzasa in the same yea r. 

In July 1913 lie married the eldest daughter of the late 
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Tsarong Shape. With the permission of t he Dalai La ma the 
widow of Tsarong. Shape caused him to he recognised as heir 
t o the~family estates . Appointed Shape in 1914 in place of 
the late Sechung Shape . Visited Gvantse in September 1915 
and met the Political Officer in Sikkim. Visited Indi a on. 
pilgrimage in 1924 . Was deprived of the post of Commander- 
in-Chief in 1925 on his return from India and in 1929 was 
degraded from Shape to the rank of Dzasa. Was again 
offered the post of Shape but refused to accept i t. Is .a t 
present one of the Directors of the. Trap chi factory . Jts__still_ — 
very influential and has the s up por t of the Rege nt and of 
Drepung monastery. Speaks a little Russian, Mongolian and 
Hindus tani. Is very pro-British ! He has just completed'the 
construction of steel bridge over the Tolling Chu at Trisum, 


8 miles from Lhasa (1937). 












Tsarong Se. 

Personal name Du-dul Namgyal ((George). Born 1919. 
Only son of Tsarong Dzasa. Has been aVSt. Thseph ’ s Co llege, 
Darjeeling, since 1935.

Personal name Lobsang Jampel. Born about 1887. Sou 
of the late Dele Bab den Nye-tsang-pa (Steward to the Tashi 
Lama) and half brother or cousin of Dingja and Dele Babden. 
Is the incarnation of Tsawa Trulku of Sera monastery. Visited 
Japan in 1911 with the Japanese priest Bumkio Aoki, and 
returned to Tibet in 1912 with a fair knowledge of Japanese. 
Taught Tibetan to Bumkio Aoki and also to T, Tad a. another 
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Japanese wlio has since returned to Japan. While in Japan 
he stayed with Count Otani, a Japanese priest of high rank 
and brother-in-law of the late Emperor of Japan. Married a 
woman of no family. Retr

Born about 1892. A 5th rank monk official. Was guide 
to the Political Officer $n Sikkim in 1932. Is one of the & 
Assistants at the Norbhu Lingka. 


Tse Sum Phunkang. 

Personal name Kesang Wangchuk. Born about 1904. 
Entered Government service 1919. A lay official of the 4th 
rank. Was Western Dzongpon of Phari Dzong. Promoted 
in autum n 1932 to be Tibeta n Trade Agent, Yatung, in place 
of the latelliru Gyalwa. A “brother of Bhondong Shape. 


Tsipa Shagapa. 

Personal name Wangchuk Deled. Born 1907. A 6th 
rank lay official. Assistant to the Financial Secretaries. 
Married a relation of the Kalon Lama. Speaks a little Hindu! 


stani. 
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Tso-ko I.* 

Personal name Sonam Wangdi. Born about 1889. Takes 
his territorial title from an estate near Shirka Dzong, five 
days west of Shigatse. Was in charge of the Tibetan tannery 
in Kalimpong in 1911-12 during which time he was employed 
^ to" carry despatches ^ La ma at Dar j eeling to 

the_ Ti betan Governm ent .a t Lha sa. Afterwards promoted 
y Master of the Horse (Chikpon Chempo) and later appointed 
Depon in 1916. One of the Tibetan military commanders in 
Eastern Tibet. Fought with the Chinese in 1917-18 and 
captured General Peng who died in Towa Dzong in 1926. Was 
sent after the Tashi Lama when the latter fled from Shigatse 
i n 1928. Failed in his mission and was de graded to the 6th 
rank. Was the officer who subjugated the Popas in Poyul 
about 1929, Again promoted Depon and sent to Kham. Is 
very pro-British and has a reputation for bravery. Retired 
in 1935 but may again enter service. 


Tso-ko II. 

Personal name Ngodup Dorji. Born 1905. Entered Gov¬ 
ernment service in 1924. Was Dzongpon of Nyamring. 
Appointed Depon in 1936 and sent to Eastern Tibet. The 
adopted son of Tso-ko I. 


Yapshi Langdun Rung. See Prime Minister, 
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Yapshi Phunkang Kung.* 

Personal name Tashi Dorji. Born in 1886. A relation of 
the 11th Dalai Lama. Holds the title of Kung (Duke). Is 
Officer in charge of Currency Notes at the Trapchi. Owns 
the old Changlo and present British Trade Agency site at 
Gyantse. 


Yapshi Phungang II. 

Personal name Gompo Tsering. Son of Yapshi Phunkang 
Kung (Duke). Born 1918. Entered Government service in 
1938 but holds no post at present, A 6th rank official. 


Yapshi Pho-pon.* 

Personal name Dhondup Wangyal. Born 1890. The 
elder brother of Yutok Depon. Married the sister of the 
Prime Minister. A 4th rank lay official. Pho-pon (Pay- _f- 
master) and assistant to the Prime Minister, in which capacity 
he is in charge of the private property of the late Dalai Lama 
at the Norbhu Lingka. Able and intelligent. 


Yiktsang Nyer-pa.* 

Personal name Thupten Wangchuk. Born 1908. A monk 
official working as Record Keeper (Yiktsang Nyer-pa) since 
1928. The adopted son of Khenchung Lobsang Jungne. A 
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younger brother of the wife of the Yapshi Pliunkang Kung. 
Intelligent and promising. 


Yishe Thupten. 

Born about 1866. A monk official with the title of 
Khenchen. Called the Gatrang Khenchen. Has no post. 


Yongong Dzasa.* 

Personal name Kunchog Jigme. Born about 1881. Was 
Tibetan Government representative at Nanking from 1923 
to 1934. Came to Lhasa in 1925 to discuss outstanding differ¬ 
ences between the Chinese and Tibetan Governments. Holds 
the title of Dzasa. Retired after the death of the Dalai Lama 
and is at Riwoche monastery. He is said to be returning to 
Lhasa shortly. A clever politician. 


Yon-ten Gyantsen. 

Born about 1900. Holds a special post as Wool Tax Officer 
at Phari. A distant relative of the Oracle of Nechung and 
friendly with British officers. 
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Yul-lha-bu. 

Personal name Namgyal Dhondup. Born 1900. Entered 
Government service in 1924. A lay official of the 6th rank. 
In charge of tents. 


Yul-ri-wa. 

Personal name Kunchog Norbhu. Born 1884. Yul-ri is 
a small estate near Chusul. Took an active part in the fight¬ 
ing 1 t Lhasa in 1912 and in recognition 

of his services was appoimtednYeiIefn~l)'zongp6n of Gyantse 
in 1913. Was deprived of his post but not of his rank in 
1916 and afterwards employed to collect the tax on transport 
animals between Shigatse and Gyantse. Later Assistant Police 
Officer and now in charge of the Tibetan Government tea 
estate at Chha-yul. 


Yutok Se.* 

Personal name Tashi Dhondup. Born about 1904 Eft- 

in r 4 (1 o?°7 6rnme ^ t Service in 1924 ‘ Was se »t to India in 
1925-26 for artillery training at Quetta. On his return to 
libet was appointed one of the Kandrons (Clerks to the 4" 
Kashag). In 1932 received training in the use of machine 
guns at Gyantse. Is now Depon commanding the Dalai 
Lama s body-guard (Kusung). Is one of the best military 
oincers in Tibet and very pro-British.
